DeCanio Appointed to Academy 


It really isn’t surprising that William Michael 
DeCanio of Sierra Madre has decided he wants to 
be a pilot. He’s an “Air Force brat” since his 
father, Wilfred, is a reserve Air Force major 
working the Pasadena area as a liaison officer for the 
Air Force Acadeny in Colorado. 

Michael, 18, was recently appointed by 
Congressman John Rousselot, R-Arcadia, to that 
academy and is home on three-week leave from the 
Academy Prep School where he has spent the past 
year. He returns June 22. 

He graduated from La Salle High School 
last year and immediately entered the Academy Prep 
School where he’s spent the past year taking 
calculus, chemistry, English and math in the 
mornings, and three hours of spiorts in the 
afternoons. Classes, he says, are run like the nearby 
academy. 

Michael grins everytime he mentions flying. 
That’s what he wants to be—a career pilot, he says. 
And the airplane he wants to fly is the A-10, a 
small, fast attack airplane that’s known for its 
ability to fly low to the ground. 

To get to that point he will be flying gliders < 
next year and power gliders the following year. 

Then after four years at the academy (the first 
as a doolie and the rest as a cadet), he will start 
Air Force base pilot training. Then is when the 
graduates get the assignment for the airplane 
they’ll fly. 

He has to commit to six years of Air Force 
service following graduation from the academy. 


Pilot training costs up to $100,000 per student, 
he says. 

What does he want to do after his retirement 
from the Air Force? Commercial pilot training, 
of course. 

Besides flying, Michael also loves to sail. 

The family moved here from Redlands when Michael 
was a sixth grader and he started school at St. 

Rita’s. 

He has enjoyed moving around the country 
and the world and that’s lucky since he and his 
family have lived in six places that he can remember. 
They spent four years in Okinawa. This is their 
eighth year in Sierra Madre, the longest they’ve 
ever lived in one house. 

He has a brother in the Air Force, an older 
sister in the restaurant business, and a 
younger sister at Alverno. 

Rousselot has appointed a total of 11 nominees 
to U.S. Military Academies for 1981.

Courts, Plans 
Trail Additions

City crews recently com¬ 
pleted two capital projects at 
Sierra Vista Park, according 
to Paul Sheldon, director of 
Community Services. 

Renovation of the volley¬ 
ball court directly behind the 
recreation center included 
new lighting and sprinkler 
systems, a redefinition of the 
court with plastic headers, 
the addition of sand to the 
playing area, and the plant¬ 
ing of grass around the court. 

The new walkway entrance 
to the Vita Course road also 
doubles as an entrance to the 
Sierra Madre Community 
Nurseiy School at the east end 
of the park. “The cement 
walkway and decomposed 
granite road protects the grass 
in the park from runners on 
the Vita Course,” Sheldon 
said. 

Grants from the State of 
California provided the 
funds for materials for these 
projects, with city crews per¬ 
forming the labor. 

Grants from the State of 


California have also made 
possible improvements to Mt. 
Wilson Trail Park, or Mira 
Monte Park, according to 
Sheldon. 

At the intersection of Mt. 
Wilson Trail and Mira Monte, 
on the northwest corner, a 
small brick staging area will 
be developed. Plans include 
a decorative street light, a 
map of the trail, a bench, 
and a bulletin board. One 
telephone pole will be moved. 

An assembly area will be 
built on the northeast corner 
of that intersection, just in 
front of Lizzie’s Trail Inn, 
with brick pavement, benches 
and low-key decorative light¬ 
ing. A public telephone is in¬ 
cluded in the plan. 

Some minor redesign of 
the children’s play area will 
be accomplished, and the 
fencing along the west side of 
Mt. Wilson Trail will be 
moved back against the re¬ 
servoir to allow a walkway 
for hikers. 

Completion of this project 
is forecast for late July. 


the city council voted to re¬ 
voke (the company’s license) 
that we got some sort of good 
faith action. And that’s an¬ 
other bad sign.

Jim Ryder, chairman of 
the advisory committee, said 
Karabian mentioned the pos¬ 
sibility of litigation several 
times if Sierra Madre actual¬ 
ly goes through with revoca¬ 
tion of the cable company’s 
license October 14. That date 
represents the end of the six- 
month probation period the 
city council allowed the com¬ 
pany following its revocation 
decision. 

Asked about any question 
of litigation, Karabian an¬ 
swered, “Teleprompter is try¬ 
ing to head that off. They 
have accelerated their con¬ 
struction schedule, have hired 
a tree trimming crew to cut 
trees for the cable lines so we 
wouldn’t have to wait for the 
city crew. And that way we’re 
saving Sierra Madre money. 
We are doing our best to 
maintain the old system while 
the new system is being 
built.” 

Karabian explained that he 
felt Tliursday’s meeting 
brought “a very frank ex¬ 
change of ideas. On the 
other hand, I’ve not had the 
long association with this 
matter that the members of 
the study committee, coun- 
cilmen and the city adminis¬ 
trator have had. We agreed 
to a second meeting and 
whenever you do that, it 
shows the meeting was pro¬ 
ductive.” 

Replying to the question of 
what happens now, Karabian 
said, “Teleprompter is com¬ 
mitted to rebuilding a first 
class system in Sierra Madre 
as soon as possible. The evi¬ 
dence is already on the streets. 
You see the trucks, the acti¬ 
vity, permits are being sought 
and letters of access are in 
the works for cutting trees 
and stringing cable.” 

He added, “We (Tele¬ 
prompter) expect to be judged 
on performance. Not pro¬ 
mises.” 

Ryder outlined for the 
News with other members 
listening, what Karabian had 
said Thursday evening. 

He agreed that the com¬ 
pany may be investing a lot 
of money at their own risk 
during this cooling off period 
in which the company has be¬ 
gun new construction and to 
initiate tree trimming around 
the city. He also told the 
group that Teleprompter 
“wasn’t promising anything” 
and made sure everyone knew 
that Teleprompter was pay¬ 
ing the treetrimming company 
themselves. 

Ryder explained that Kara¬ 
bian also invited the mem¬ 
bers and Jim McRea, city ad¬ 
ministrator, to a national 
cable TV conference down¬ 
town Saturday.

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HOW TO BLOCK 
SWEATERS & KNITS 

by Joe Delgatto 

Nearly every woman alive has 
had the experience of hand wash¬ 
ing a sweater or knit, then fighting 
with it to put it back in its originsil 
shape. Here are a few sugges¬ 
tions on how to get the best re¬ 
sults. 

I. MEASURE THE GAR¬ 
MENT. By that we mean both 

length and width. The same with sleeves. And make a special 
measurement of the shoulders. A good idea suggests itself from 
the experience of the cleaning industry. Before it’s washed or 
cleaned, lay the item on a clean piece of cardboard which will not 
fade, draw an outline. Cut out the marked area. That is the shape 
to which the garment should be restored. Use lukewarm water and 
the mildest of soaps or detergents. Squeeze gently. After rinsing, 
roll in a towel to remove excess moisture. Place the damp garment 
on your "pattern” and gently stretch to the desired shape. If 
you've done a good job of cutting, you may be able to slip the 
garment over the board. Dry slowly in the shade. 

SIZE YOUR KNITS. This is one of the most effective 
ways to help knits keep its shape. Not all can safely be sized, 
nor does the sizing last forever. If properly done, not only will 
your knit be the identical size and shape after washing but it will 
resist soiling and wear longer. 

However, let us re-emphasize, don’t experiment. Why 
not instead, let us—the experts—do it for you. That way you’ll 
know it ils done right.
